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CHAPTER  I 


NAME  AND  CREST  OF  THE  DREW  FAMILY 


Sir  Bernard  Buike,  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  in  his  Heraldic  Register  about  1850, 
p.  27,  says: 

“The  preamble  to  the  Drew  pedigree,  as  arranged  by  Sir  W  illiam 
Petham,  Lister  King  of  Arms,  and  given  under  his  official  seal,  attests 
that  the  ancient  and  knightly  family  of  Drew,  of  Devonshire,  are  the 
lineal  descendants  of  Drogo.  or  Dru,  a  noble  Norman,  son  of  W  alter 
de  Ponz  and  brother  to  Richard,  ancestor  of  the  Cliffords." 


He  furthei  states  in  his  “Landed  Gentry,”  Fifth  Edition,  and  in  his  ''Authorized 
Arms”  published  in  1860.  that  this  Vi  alter  de  Ponz  (father  of  Drogo)  was  the 
third  son  of  Richard,  Duke  of  Normandy,  grandfather  of  the  Cortqueror,  and 
that  said  W  alter  accompanied  W  illiam  the  Conqueror  into  England. 


Drogo  had  seventy-three  manors  in  Devon  at  the  time  of  the  Domesdav  Survev 
made  under  the  Conqueror  in  1086.  On  one  of  these.  Hagintone,  now  called 
Ilayne.  in  the  parish  of  Newton  St.  Cyres,  was  settled,  and  his  descendants  have 
lived  in  the  vicinitv  for  centuries. 


Drogo,  one  of  his  descendants,  or  Dru  de  Tign,  Lord  of  Tignton  Drew,  li'.ed  in 
Devon  in  the  reign  of  Henry  11.  1154-1189.  Sir  William  Pole  states  “he  both 
gave  bane  and  took  name  from  that  manor."  This  branch  includes  the  Drews 
of  Sharpham,  the  Grange,  and  Kyllerton,  Devonshire. 


Recently  (  1961  >  Elizabeth  Harriet  Drew  and  her  son  Charles  discovered  a  tiny 
village  in  Devon  named  DREW  "S' TEIGNTON,  where  an  inn  called  The  Dre-we 
Arms  displayed  the  heraldic  device  used  in  this  book.  Thev  brought  home  a 
photograph  of  an  impressive  estate  named  Castle  Drugo,  which  is  near  the  town. 

Risdon,  an  English  authoritv.  stales  trial  the  name  Drogo  or  Etrugo  “bv  time's 
continuance  was  mollified  into  DREW  and  it  has  flourished  with  great  reputa¬ 
tion  in  the  county  of  Devon  from  the  Norman  Conquest  to  the  present  time.” 

Drews  were  mayors  of  Exeter  in  1586  and  1626,  and  marriage  licenses  recorded 
Drew  marriages  in  Exeter  and  London  in  the  loth  century.  We  know  that 
Edwarde  Drewe  was  "Sergeant  at  Law  "  to  Queen  Elizabeth  and  saved  her  life 
from  an  assassin  in  1589. 


We  know  that  his  son.  Sir  Thomas  Drew.  Sheriff  of  Devon, 
c-tate  about  i6!0.  We  know  that  William  Drew  was  born 
1 62.1  and  came  to  America  in  1618.  It  is  likelv  that  he  was 
a  nephew  of  Edwarde  Drewe,  who  received  the  crest  of  Anns.

The  Crest  of  Arms  granted  to  Edwarde  Drew  is  reproduced  on  page  iii.  it  was 
photographed  from  Devon  Notes  and  Queries,  Vol.  5,  a  Devonshire  monthly  rna 
azine  published  in  England,  which  may  be  seen  at  Newberry  Library,  Chicag 

The  grant  was  worded  in  court  language,  describing  the  gallantries,  virtue  and 
nobleness  which  deserved  such  recognition,  and  conferring  unto  "Edwarde 
Drewe  of  Killerton,  in  the  Countie  of  Devon,  Esquire,  Sergeant  at  the  Law.  and 
at  present,  Recorder  of  the  City  of  London,”  the  right  to  use  the  crest  on  shield, 
coat  of  arms,  or  otherwise,  the  same  right  belonging  to  his  posterity  forever. 

The  grant  was  signed  and  sealed  by  Robert  Cooke.  Clarenceaux  King  of  Arms, 
“the  seventh  day  of  May,  1593,  and  in  the  35th  year  of  the  reign  of  our  most 
gracious  sovereign  lady.  Queen  Elizabeth.” 

The  crest  was  elaborate  and  colorful.  Later  it  was  modified  and  registered  in 
The  General  Armory  by  Sir  B.  Burke,  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  England,  as  it 
appears  below.

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CHAPTER  II 

COLONIAL  SETTLEMENTS 


1.  WILLIAM  DREW  (1) 

1623-1669 

WILLIAM  DREW,  born  in  Devonshire,  England,  in  1623,  is  considered  to  be 
the  founder  of  a  long  branch  of  the  Drew  family.  He  emigrated  to  America  at 
some  time  prior  to  1648,  for  in  that  year  he  appears  on  the  first  tax  list  of 
Dover,  N.H.  as  an  owner  of  land  on  the  south  side  of  Oyster  River. 

In  those  days  England  was  in  a  sad  state.  Charles  I  was  king  and  war 
between  religious  factions  had  rased  for  several  veass.  linallv  the 
forces  of  Cromwell,  who  stood  for  religious  freedom  and  popular 
government,  were  victorious,  and  Charles  I  was  sentenced  to  death.  The 
Puritans  were  strong  opponents  of  the  corruption  in  church  and  state, 
and  were  constantly  urging  their  adherents  to  leave  England  and  settle 
in  the  new  world.  Life  there  seemed  less  hazardous  at  that  Lime  than 
life  in  the  England  torn  by  internal  strife  and  insecure  government. 

It  is  likely  that  Vi  i  Hi  am  Drew  was  a  Puritan,  for  he  settled  among  them.  On 
Aug.  10,  1653,  there  were  granted  to  William  Drew  60  acres  of  upland,  on  the 
north  side  of  Branson’s  Creek,  adjoining  his  marsh.  The  name  of  William  Drew 
appears  on  the  tax  lists  of  Dover  in  1659,  1661,  1662,  1663  and  1666.  He 
deeded  the  above  property  to  his  son,  Francis,  in  1669. 

He  married  Elizabeth  Mathews  (or  Mathes)  probably  soon  after  he  settled  in 
Dover,  about  1648.  Siie  was  born  in  1623,  in  Devonshire,  daughter  of  Francis 
and  Thomasine  Channon  Mathews,  who  were  married  at  Ottery.  dt.  Mary, 
Devonshire,  England.  Elizabeth  was  baptized  there  Dec.  27.  1623.  The  family 
came  to  America  with  Capt.  John  Mason’s  colony  in  1634  and  helped  to  build 
the  mills  at  Great  Works,  now  South  Berwick,  Maine.  Later  Francis  Mathews* 
name  appears  on  property  grants  in  and  around  Durham,  X.H.,  and  the  family 
became  prosperous  and  prominent.  Francis  Mathews  died  in  i(  18,  his  wife 
in  1690. 

William  built  a  log  house  on  his  property.  He  fortified  it  against  the  Indians 
and  kept  guns  at  hand  for  defense.  He  built  boats,  engaged  in  fishing  and 
farming,  and  enjoyed  his  family.  He  died  at  Oyster  River  in  April.  1669,  at 
the  age  of  46. 

The  inventory  of  his  estate  shows  a  dwelling  house,  one  cannon,  two  fishing 
boats  named  "Hopewell  ’  and  "Increase  "  (both  named  after  ships  in  which  manv 
emigrants  came  from  England),  a  vast  amount  of  fishing  equipment,  fhe 
house  and  its  propertv  were  deeded  to  his  son,  Francis.  The  widow,  Elizabeth, 
inherited  the  other  property,  including  a  male  and  female  “servant,”  a  polite 
word  for  slave. 

Eater  Elizabeth  married  W  illiam  Follett,  dale  unknown.  On  June  20.  1680.  the 
estate  of  W  illiam  Drew  was  conveyed  to  his  brother  Thomas  bv  William  Follett 
and  Elizabeth,  and  it  eventually  reached  the  hands  of  John  Drew,  son  of  W  illiam.

2.  THOMAS  DREW  (1) 

1632-1694 

THOMAS  DREW .  brother  of  W  illiam  Drew,  was  born  in  Devonshire,  England, 
and  probably  came  to  America  with  bis  brother  in  or  before  1640.  Records  show 
that  he  purchased  land  on  the  little  Bay  Shore  near  Drew  s  Point  in  1653. 

He  inherited  the  estate  of  his  brother  William  on  June  20.  1680,  when  it  was 
deeded  to  him  b\  William  and  Elizabeth  Mathews  (Drew)  loliett.  William  had 
died  in  1669.  We  have  no  explanation,  for  the  complicated  handling  of  Wil¬ 
liam’s  estate. 

Thomas  Drew  was  killed  by  the  Indian?  in  the  massacre  of  1694.  See  page  6 
His  widow,  Mary,  later  married  Richard  Elliott,  and  quit  claim  to  his  estate  in 
favor  of  John  Drew,  son  of  W  illiam,  on  Nov.  15,  1706. 


3.  FRANCIS  DREW  (2) 

1648-1694 

FRANCIS  DREW  ,  son  of  W  illiam  and  Elizabeth  Mathews  Drew,  was  born  at 
Oyster  River,  near  Dover,  N.H.,  in  1648.  He  married  Lydia  Bickford,  probably 
before  1669.  His  father  deeded  the  log  garrison  and  property  to  him.  We 
assume  that  he  and  his  family  were  living  there  at  the  time  of  the  Oyster  River 
massacre  of  July  18.  1691. 

He  surrendered  to  the  Indians  on  promise  of  quarter.  Breaking  loose  from  his 
captors  he  escaped  towards  the  Adams  garrison,  hut  was  overtaken  by  the 
Indians  and  killed  with  tomahawks.  (See  page  6) 

His  wife  was  carried  array  captive,  hut  was  rendered  so  feeble  with  hunger  that 
she  was  left  to  die  in  the  woods. 

Administration  of  his  estate  was  granted  to  his  brother.  John  Drew.  Nov.  16. 
1694,  but  the  probate  records  show  that  "Whereas  Thoilias  Drew,  surviving  son 
and  eldest  unto  the  aforesaid  Francis,  deceased,  is  now  returned  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  Indian  enemy  and  claims  administration  upon  his  father  s  estate  h?s 
claim  was  granted  Nov.  16,  1696.

THOMAS  DREW  (3),  eldest  son  of  Iraneis  and  Lydia  Bickford  Drew,  was  Lorn 
about  1672  at  Oyster  River,  N.H. 
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He  was  married  early  in  1694  and  with  his  wife,  Tamsen,  was  living  with  his 
father  in  the  Drew  garrison  at  the  time  of  the  massacre,  July  18,  1691. 

Thomas  and  Tamsen  were  both  captured.  He  was  taken  to  Canada  and  she  to 
Norridgewoc,  Maine.  They  were  both  returned,  however,  before  November, 
1696,  and  after  being  reunited  they  lived  at  Little  Bay  and  had  fourteen  children. 
Tamsen  Drew’s  deposition  concerning  her  captivity  was  taken  at  Boston  May 
23,  1698,  to  be  used  against  the  Indian  Bombazeen,  who  was  then  in  prison; 
also  the  deposition  of  Ann  Jenkins,  who  stated  that  Nicholas  Frost,  Sarah  Brag- 
ginton,  Tamsen  Drew  and  herself,  were  freed  by  the  French  minister  called 
Price  Waxway,  who  bought  them  from  the  Indians.  *1 

The  records  of  Rev.  Hugh  Adams  of  Oyster  River  show  that  Thomas  Drew  and 
his  wife  Tamsen  were  admitted  to  the.  church,  March  3.  1727.  Thomas  Drew 
paid  a  tax  of  419  and  his  son  Thomas  a  tax  of  153  at  Dover  in  1733.  *2 

Tamsen  Drew  died  at  Durham.  N.H.  at  the  age  of  89  and  Thomas  followed  soon 
after  at  the  age  of  90.  The  place  where  they  lived  was  later  owned  by  James 
Kent,  and  the  old  burial  ground  is  still  to  be  seen  (1913)  where  Thomas  and 
Tamsen  and  some  of  their  children  are  buried. 

The  names  of  all  their  children  have  not  been  preserved,  but  we  have  record 
of  the  following:

12.  JOSEPH  DREW  (4),  son  of  Thomas  and  Tamsen  Drew,  was  born  at 
Oyster  River  in  1704.  He  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  li\ed  in  Durham,  N.H.,  and 
were  both  living  on  Dec.  24,  1790. 

Joseph  Drew  furnished  part  of  the  account  of  the  Oyster  River  massacre  which 
was  used  by  Dr.  Jeremy  Belknap  in  the  “History  of  New  Hampshire '  men¬ 
tioned  above,  especially  the  data  about  the  Drew  family  and  their  connection 
with  the  massacre,  which  must  have  been  told  again  and  again  by  his  parents.

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THE  OYSTER  RIVER  MASSACRE 
July  18,  1694 

from  The  History  of  New  Hampshire,  by  Jeremy  Belknap.  D.D.,  pub¬ 
lished  in  1813. 

“Here  there  were  twelve  garrisoned  houses  sufficient  for  the 
defence  of  the  inhabitants,  but  apprehending  no  danger,  some  fami¬ 
lies  remained  at  their  own  unfortified  houses,  and  those  who  were 
in  the  garrisons  were  indifferently  provided  for  defence,  some  being 
even  destitute  of  powder  .  .  . 

“Of  the  twelve  garrisoned  houses  five  were  destroyed,  viz. 
Adams’s,  Drew’s,  Edgerly’s,  Medar’s  and  Beard’s.  They  entered 
Adams’s  without  resistance,  where  they  killed  fourteen  persons.  They 
were  all  buried  in  one  grave.  Drew  surrendered  his  garrison  on  the 
promise  of  security,  hut  was  murdered  when  he  fell  into  their  hands: 
one  of  his  children,  a  boy  of  nine  years  old,  was  made  to  run 
through  a  lane  of  Indians  as  a  mark  for  them  to  throw  their  hatchets 
at,  till  they  had  dispatched  him.  ’ 


4.  JOHN  DREW  (2) 

1651-17]  1 

JOHN  DREW,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Mathews  Drew,  w'as  born  at  Oyster 
'River  in  1651.  He  settled  on  the  west  side  of  Do\er  Neck,  X.H..  about  1675. 
where  he  engaged  in  the  cooperage  business.  In  1680  he  purchased  of  William 
Follett,  his  step-father,  lot  15  of  the  Back  River  grants,  where  he  erected  a 
house.  In  1696  he  bought  lot  1  f  of  William  Brackstone.  In  1697  he  bought  20 
acres  at  the  “Dead  Pines”  from  Zachariah  Pitman.  In  1698  he  bought  2u  acre- 
adjoining  lot  14  and  also  lot  16  from  Robert  Huckins.  In  1702  he  bought  lot 
17  from  William  Pomfret  and  20  acres  from  Israel  Hodgden. 

He  wras  a  man  of  wealth  and  property.  In  1706  he  acquired  .his  father's  estate 
at  Oyster  River,  N.H.,  after  it  had  passed  through  the  hands  of  William  Follet 
and  his  uncle,  Thomas  Drew. 

John  Drew'  was  a  Selectman  of  Dover  in  1 701  and  became  a  sergeant  then  a 
lieutenant  in  the  military  organization  of  the  province. 

His  wife's  name  was  Sarah,  they  were  married  about  1675  and  had  three  chil¬ 
dren.  He  died  in  1711.

5.  THOMAS  DREW  (2) 
b.  1660? 

THOMAS  DREW,  youngest  ( fourth  I  son  of  W  illiam  and  Elizabeth  Mathews 
Drew,  was  born  at  Oyster  River,  N.H..  probably  about  1660.  He  married 
Mary  Bunker,  fourth  child  of  James  and  Sarah  Bunker,  who  was  born  probably 

about  1662. 
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Thomas  and  Mary  Bunker  Drew  probably  had  a  number  of  children,  but  the 
only  one  we  know  about  was  Marie  Anne,  who  was  born  in  1694.  Indian  raids 
on  the  settlers  continued  and  in  1707  the  little  13  year  old  girl  was  captured  bv 
the  Indians  while  playing  with  a  friend  in  or  near  the  Bunker  garrison. 

After  many  years  it  was  learned  that  she  had  been  taken  to  Canada,  had  been 
baptized  there  in  1709  and  had  become  a  naturalized  citizen  of  Canada  in  1713. 

6.  JOHN  BREW  (3) 

1683-1723

JOHN  DREW,  sot)  of  John  and  Sarah  Drew,  was  born  about  1683  at  Back 
River,  N.H.  He  married  Elizabeth  Hepley  of  Portsmouth,  N.H..  May  24,  1703. 
He  married,  second,  Rebecca  Cook,  about  1708.  We  do  not  know  what  happened, 
but  their  marriage  was  not  legalized  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  province 
until  May  31,  1720 — and  by  this  time  they  had  four  children.  There  seems 
to  have  been  considerable  agitation  over  the  subject. 

We  assume  that  John  inherited  his  father’s  lands,  being  the  only  son,  and  lived 
in  a  log  house  similar  to  the  log  garrisons  which  were  built  at  this  time.  He 
died  at  Back  River  Oct.  23,  1723.  His  will  was  dated  Jan.  31,  1721,  and  was 
proved  Dec.  4,  1723.  He  was  buried  in  the  Drew  burying  ground  near  the  old 
garrison,  and  his  headstone  could  still  be  seen  there  as  recently  as  1913.

ABIGAIL  DREW,  daughter  of  John  and  Rebecca  Cook  Drew,  was  born  June 
21,  1714  at  Back  River,  N.H.  She  married  James  Bibber  and  they  settled  in 
Harpswell,  Maine.  They  had  a  daughter  Abigail,  and  probably  several  other 
children. 


ABIGAIL  BIBBER  (5),  daughter  of  James  and  Abigail  Drew  Bibber,  married 
Jacob  Johnson  and  they  continued  to  live  at  Harpswell,  Maine.  It  is  said  that  she 
scared  away  a  pack  of  Indians  there  while  her  husband  and  sons  were  off  to 
have  the  grain  ground.  She  had  at  least  one  daughter  and  we  assume  her  name 
was  Abigail. 


ABIGAIL  JOHNSON  16),  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Abigail  Bibber  Johnson, 
married  a  man  named  ^ork  and  they  lived  at  Farmington,  Maine.  Her  grand¬ 
son,  Samuel  York  1 8 1 ,  married  Ellen  Augusta  Drew,  a  descendant  of  John  and 
Rebecca  Cook  Drew  through  their  son,  Lemuel.  See  p.  24. 
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CHAPTER  III 


GARRISONS  and  HISTORICAL  SITES 


A  Map  of  Hilton’s  Point  and  Dover  Neck  \  illage  for  the  period  from  1623  to 
1723  were  completed  in  1915  by  Charles  .  Hayes,  Civil  Engineer  and  John 
Scales,  Historian.  This  map  was  used  as  a  basis  for  the  map  of  Dover  with 
guide  lines  added  by  Elbert  G.  Drew,  genealogist,  and  reproduced  on  page  9. 

DREW’S  Point,  on  the  west  side  of  Oyster  River,  was  the  site  of  the  original 
Drew  garrison  built  by  W  illiam  Drew,  burned  down  by  the  Indians  in  the 
massacre  of  1694.  Evidently  the  sons  of  John  Drew  settled  near  the  .old  home, 
for  a  certain  deed  made  Sept.  7,  1738  by  John  Downing  and  wife  conveyed  50 
acres  of  land  in  Durham  “beginning  at  Oyster  River  near  ye  pint  cald  Drew’s 
Point.”  etc. 

DREW’S  Marsh  was  mentioned  in  some  legal  depositions  dated  Aug.  1,  1776, 
made  by  Stephen  Pinkham  and  others,  who  testified  that  the  marsh  had  long 
been  owned  by  the  Drews  of  Back  River. 

DREW’S  Hill,  a  steep  hill  in  the  Back  River  district  about  a  mile  below 
Sawyer’s  bridge  across  the  Bellamy  River,  is  mentioned  in  a  deed  Nov.  22,  1698, 
when  John  Laighton  of  Rochester  sold  Shadrach  Hodgdon  20  acres  on  the  west 
side  of  Back  River.  This  tract  later  was  owned  by  John  Drew,  son  of  Y\  illiam. 

A  landing  place  is  mentioned  in  the  Town  records  March  13,  1723:  “At  a  meeting 
of  Selectmen  liberty  was  given  to  John  Parell  of  Dover  to  keep  a  ferry  over  trie 
Back  River  from  his  house  or  landing  place  to  the  landing  place  of  John  Drew, 
and  for  his  service  he  was  to  receive  one  penny  for  every  inhabitant  carried  over 
the  river  and  two  pence  for  strangers.’’ 

The  Drew  Garrison  stood  on  a  hill  about  half  a  mile  from  Back  River.  It  was 
surrounded  by  a  stockade,  which  remained  standing  for  about  thirty  years.  It  is 
believed  the  garrison  was  built  about  1675,  surviving  the  Indian  raids  of  1694 
and  after.  It  is  believed  that  this  garrison  was  built  by  Deacon  John  Dam  for 
his  son  illiam. 

It  was  built  of  massive  hewn  logs,  twenty  feet  long  and  more,  making  the  house 
forty  feet  long  by  twenty-two  feet  wide.  The  large  garret  afforded  ample  room 
for  the  family  beds.  Portholes  were  always  ready  with  guns  to  protect  it. 

The  garrison  remained  in  the  possession  of  the  Dam  family  for  about  100  years, 
and  was  known  at  that  time  as  the  Dam  Garrison. 

It  came  into  the  possession  of  the  Drew  famih  in  1771  when  a  descendant  of  the 
Dam  family,  Leah  Nute,  married  Joseph  Drew.  It  remained  in  the  possession 
of  Drew  descendants  for  112  years  and  during  that  time  it  was  known  a*  the 
Drew  Garrison. 

It  is  probable  that  Joseph  Drew  was  born  about  1745  and  was  the  son  of  11. 
John  Drew  and  the  grandson  of  Thomas  and  Tamsen  Drew. 

After  1883  the  garrison  became  a  place  of  interest,  and  it  was  owned  by  Mr. 
Holmes  B.  Rounds,  whose  mother  was  descended  from  Joseph  and  Leah  Nute 
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Neck  Village  completed  in  1915  by  Charles 
Engineer  and  John  Scales,  Historian 


fV.  Hayes, 
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Drew.  After  his  death  in  1916  Mrs.  Rounds  arranged  for  its  preservation  in 
the  Woodman  Institute  in  Dover,  N.H.,  where  it  can  be  visited  and  appreciated 
by  many. 

There  has  been  some  confusion  about  the  original  builder  of  the  Drew  garrison. 
We  now  believe  the  above  is  the  true  version,  and  we  know  that  a  Drew  garrison 
was  destroyed  by  the  Indians  in  1694. 

We  believe  the  Drew  garrison  stood  near  the  Dam  garrison  at  that  time,  but  was 
not  as  well  defended. 

Other  garrisons  existed  in  the  vicinity,  of  course.  One  that  has  interest  for  us 
was  the  Bunker  Garrison. 

According  to  the  History  of  Durham,  N.H.,  by  Stackpole  and  Meserse,  1913. 
James  Bunker  bought  land  below  Johnson's  Creek  on  the  north  side  of  Ovster 
River  in  1652.  His  will,  dated  14  Oct.  1697  and  probated  24  June  1693.  names 
his  wife,  Sarah,  and  three  sons,  James,  Joseph,  and  John.  He  also  had  Mary 
and  Sarah. 

The  Bunker  Garrison  was  built  on  this  land,  near  the  Madbury  line  on  Bunker's 
Creek.  It  was  successfully  defended  at  the  raid  in  1694,  when  91  persons  were 
killed  or  captured  by  the  Indians.  After  this  the  Governor  sent  soldiers  to 
various  houses  and  garrisons.  The  account  rendered  by  the  Oyster  River  people 
for  their  maintenance  of  soldiers  included — James  Bunker  for  1  soldier.  13  weeks 
03:  12:00.  This  was  Oct.  4,  1697.  On  Feb.  5,  1695-96,  3  soldiers  were  posted 
at  Bunker’s. 

Near  this  garrison  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Drew  was  captured  in  1  737.  The 
Bunker  and  Drew  families  obviously  lived  in  the  same  vicinitv  and  intermarried 
frequently.  In  the  fourth  generation  John  Drew  married  Patience  Bunker, 
Rebecca  Drew  married  Clement  Bunker  and  Lemuel  Drew  married  Anna  Bunker, 
and  in  the  next  generation  Sobriety  Drew,  daughter  of  Lemuel  and  Anna,  married 
Ephraim  Bunker.

10.  LEMUEL  DREW  (4) 

1723-1759

LEMUEL  DREW,  youngest  child  of  John  and  Rebecca  Cook  Drew,  was  born 
May  27,  1723  at  Back  Bay,  Dover,  N.H. 

He  married  Anna  Bunker  about  1745,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Anna  Giles  Bunker. 
Her  grandfather,  Mark  Giles,  was  a  soldier  in  Queen  Anne’s  War  (1701-13)  and 
was  constable  of  Dover  in  1710. 


Lemuel  was  a  soldier  in  King  George’s  War  (1744-48)  between  the  English  and 
French,  enlisting  as  a  Volunteer  in  Capt.  Ichabod  Tibbetts’  Company  May  31, 
1744.  He  acted  as  a  guide  against  the  Indians. 


Lemuel  was  also  a  soldier  in  the  "Old  French”  or  “Seven  Years’  War”  (1754-63) 
and  served  as  a  private  in  Col.  Nathaniel  Meserve’s  regiment  which  was  sent 
in  1756  against  the  French  at  Lake  Champlain.  Details  of  the  expedition  may 
be  found  in  “Diary  of  Moses  Kelsey”  in  the  N.H.  Granite  State  Magazine,  oi. 
II,  p.  95.  Kelsey  was  the  company's  quartermaster. 


Lemuel  and  Anna  lived  in  close  proximity  to  the  old  Drew  Garrison.  Dover 
records  show  that  he  paid  parish  rates  of  6  shillings,  6  pence,  at  Back  River.  1 753. 
Lemuel  died  Sept.  25,  1759,  aged  36.  Later  his  widow  married  Joseph  Stevenson. 


The  children  of  Lemuel  and  Anna,  all  born  at  Back  River,  N.H.,  were:

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  serving  in  Pascatagua 
Harbor  and  Rhode  Island  Campaign  under  Gen.  Sullivan,  and  taking 
part  in  the  Battle  of  Newport.  He  moved  from  Back  River  to  Brook¬ 
field,  N.H.,  in  1783.  thence  to  Durham  in  1817.  He  died  Dec.  19. 
1854,  at  Durham.  We  know  he  had  at  least  one  son,  John,  whose 
name  appears  in  court  records  regarding  properly  of  11.  Jedidiah 
Drew.  John  was  deceased  by  1817.

JEDIDIAH  DREW,  eldest  child  of  Lemuel  and  Anna  Bunker  Drew,  was  horn. 
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Nov.  4,  1748,  at  Back  River,  Dover,  N.H.  He  and  his  wife.  Abigail,  lived  on 
land  adjoining  that  of  his  nephew,  John  Drew,  son  of  his  brother,  Andrew. 

The  Census  of  1790  show’s  that  at  that  time  he  had  two  sons  sixteen  y  ears  old 
and  over,  and  four  sons  under  sixteen. 

The  family  moved  to  Wolfeborough,  N.H.,  about  1800  and  Jedidiah  died 
there  in  Jan.  1817.  On  Feb.  19,  1817,  Thomas  Stevenson  of  \\  olfeborough  was 
appointed  executor  of  his  will,  which  was  made  June  17,  181  C>.  I  Strafford 
County  Probate  Records,  Vol.  20,  p.  337.)  His  wife,  Abigail,  waived  pio- 
visions  made  for  her  in  his  will,  on  June  8,  1817.  (  Vol.  19.  p.  451.! 

The  children,  all  born  at  Back  River,  Dover,  N.H.,  were: 

George,  b.  1773,  had  John,  George,  Wesley,  Harry.  Jedidiah  and  Betsy

JEDIDIAH  DREW  .  son  of  Jedidiah  and  Abigail  Drew,  was  born  at  Back  River. 
Dover,  N.H.,  in  1786,  one  of  six  sons.  The  family  moved  to  Wolfeborough. 
N.H.,  a  small  town  north  of  Dover  on  Lake  V)  innepesaukee.  in  1800.  Here  tin\ 
became  acquainted  with  the  family  of  \\  illiatn  Cotton  \\  arren  of  Tuftonborough. 
a  nearby  village.  Jedidiah's  older  brother,  Lemuel,  married  Poliv  \\  arren  in 
1801. 

Jedidiah  married  Anna  Warren  in  1806,  Polly’s  younger  sister.  We  believe 
Anna  was  born  in  1790  in  Tuftonborough  and  was  16  years  old  when  she  was 
married,  for  she  had  seven  children  during  the  next  thirty  years. 

We  believe  that  Jedidiah  and  Anna  lived  in  V  olfehorouch  and  that  her  parent- 
moved  there  before  1820.  for  at  that  time  her  father.  \\  illiam  Cotton  \\  arren. 
made  a  declaration  for  a  pension  for  his  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  Her 
father  died  soon  after  this  and  it  is  likely  that  Jedidiah  and  Anna  moved  to 
Charlotte.  Vermont,  after  his  death,  a  village  near  Lake  Champlain,  south  of 
Burlington.  It  is  probable  that  Jedidiah’s  brother.  Lemuel,  and  Anna  s  sifter. 
Polly,  his  w  ife,  had  already  moved  to  Burlington,  \  t.,  where  their  descendants 
lived  for  several  generations. 
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Jedidiah  died  May  19.  1338,  at  the  age  of  52.  He  must  have  been  a  good  Chris¬ 
tian,  for  on  his  tombstone  in  the  oldest  cemetery  in  Charlotte  is  the  sentence, 
“Blessed  are  the  dead  who  died  in  the  Lord.”

THE  WARREN  FAMILY 

WILLIAM  COTTON  WARREN  was  born  in  1752  in  Scarborough,  Maine,  and 
lived  there  until  1775,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Continental  army.  His  military 
record  is  given  on  another  page.  After  his  discharge  at  f  ort  Geoige.  N.Y.,  in 
December.  1776,  he  started  homeward.  It  is  likely  that  bad  weather  stopped  him 
in  central  New  Hampshire  early  in  1777. 

We  know  that  he  was  one  of  the  thirteen  original  settlers  at  Tuftonborough,  N.H., 
taking  up  land  there  prior  to  1778,  when  he  was  shown  on  the  inventory  of  the 
town.  He  married  Dorcas  Smith  in  1777;  she  was  born  in  1753.  He  was  one 
of  the  petitioners  for  the  incorporation  of  the  town  June  6,  1795.  He  was  clerk 
of  the  selectmen  there  in  1797-98-99,  and  selectman  in  1801  and  1803. 

According  to  the  1790  census  they  lived  at  Tuftonborough  and  at  that  time  had 
three  daughters  and  two  sons  I  under  sixteen).  Two  of  their  daughters  married 
into  the  Drew  family,  then  living  in  Moultonborough.  Before  1820  William 
Cotton  W  arren  and  his  wife  moved  to  nearby  Moultonborough,  and  probably 
died  there  soon  afterwards.

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WILLIAM  COTTON  WARREN 

1752-1821 

Revolutionary  W  ar  Record 

WILLIAM  COTTON  WARREN  was  born  in  1752  at  Scarborough, 
Maine.  He  enlisted  as  a  private  from  Scarborough.  Dec.  5.  1775.  in 
Capt.  Abraham  Tyler’s  company  (the  Eighth)  in  Col.  Edmund  Phin- 
ney’s  Continental  Regiment.  He  was  stationed  at  Lechmere  Point. 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  until  the  evacuation  of  Boston.  He  was  then  at 
Fort  Hill,  Boston,  from  March  20,  1776, to  Aug.  8,  having  been  pro¬ 
moted  to  corporal  May  1,  1776. 

On  Aug.  8.  1776,  he  marched  under  Gen.  Artemus  Ward  for  Lake 
Champlain,  arriving  at  Mt.  Independence,  opposite  Ft.  Ticonderoga. 
Oct.  28,  1776.  On  Nov.  20  he  was  ordered  to  Lake  George  and  on 
Nov.  24  to  Fort  George,  N.Y.  He  remained  there  until  his  year  of 
service  ended. 

On  July  11.  1820,  while  a  resident  of  Moultonborough.  N.H..  he  made 
declaration  for  a  pension,  in  which  he  stated  his  age  as  68  years; 
that  he  enli-ted  from  Scarborough,  Me.,  served  one  year  in  the 
regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Edmund  Phinney  and  the  company 
commanded  by  Capt.  Abraham  T\ler  in  the  Massachusetts  line, 
entering  service  in  Dec.,  1775,  and  being  discharged  in  Jan..  1777.

WILLIAM  CHAPMAN  DREW,  son  of  Jedidiah  and  Anna  Warren  Drew,  was 
born  at  Wolfeborough,  N.IL,  Jan.  1,  1800.  He  married  Fannie  Louise  Warner 
at  Nashua,  N.IL.  on  May  2,  1832.  She  was  born  about  1810,  daughter  of  Samp 
son  and  Fanna  Brown  Warner.  Fauna  Brown  was  descended  from  Josiah  Brown 
and  his  wife,  Prudence  Prentice,  or  Prentiss,  by  their  son  Samuel.  Josiah 
Brown  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1735  and  became  a  minister  at  Sterling,  Mass. 

William  and  Fannie  went  to  Boston  to  live.  William  became  a  hatmaker  and 
one  of  his  customers  was  Daniel  W  ebster,  whose  large  head  required  a  special 
hat  block.  The  family  were  members  of  the  old  South  Church  of  Boston  during 
this  time.  Thev  had  no  musical  instruments,  and  W  illiam  led  the  congregation  in 
singing  with  a  bugle. 

They  moved  to  W  orcester.  Mass.,  in  1836,  then  to  Lowell,  Mass.,  in  1810.  After 
two  years  there  they  moved  to  Burlington,  \  t.,  for  fifteen  years,  where  several 
of  W  illiam 's  relatives  had  settled. 

In  1857  the  family  moved  to  Quincy,  Ill.,  where  he  managed  a  hat  stole  until 
1861.  He  enlisted  Aug.  20,  1861,  in  the  L  nion  Army,  Company  B,  50th  Illinois 
Infantry,  Quartermaster  s  Corps.  He  was  53  years  old! 

He  was  in  the  battles  of  Ft.  Henry,  Ft.  Donaldson  and  Shiloh.  He  was  honoi- 
ably  discharged  Aug.  24,  1862.  because  of  sickness  brought  on  by  exposure 
at  Shiloh. 

After  his  recovery  he  was  in  various  lines  of  work  until  about  1880,  when  his 
son  Prentiss  bought  a  little  place  for  him  and  his  wife  in  Omro.  W  is.,  near  the 
home  of  his  brother  George.  They  lived  there  the  last  fourteen  years  of  their  lives. 

They  celebrated  their  Golden  W  dding  Anniversar\  May  2.  1882,  at  the  home  of 
Prentiss  in  Chicago,  with  many  guests.  They  enjoyed  having  their  grandchildren 
visit  them.  They  were  active  in  the  Methodist  Church. 

W  illiam  w  as  a  man  of  sterling  character.  He  w  as  tall  and  distinguished  looking, 
with  a  flowing  beard  which  became  snow  white  in  his  late  vears.  He  was  studious 
and  well-informed  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects.  He  loved  hunting  and  fishing, 
and  gave  his  grandsons  main  happy  hours  tramping  through  the  woods  near 
the  l  o\  River  with  his  handsome  old  muzzledoader  ride.

PRENTISS  WARNER  DREW,  son  of  William  Chapman  and  Fannie  Louise

He  entered  Quincy  College  to  complete  Ids  education,  but  after  two  years  the 
college  closed,  because  the  Civil  \\  ar  had  taken  so  many  students.  LI  is  father 
had  enlisted  in  the  army,  his  brother  Frank  had  died,  and  Prentiss  was  persuaded 
to  remain  at  home  to  help  support  his  mother  and  four  sisters.  One  sister, 
Harriet,  had  married  and  remained  in  the  east. 

He  became  a  messenger  boy  for  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  Telegraph  Co..  Apr. 
1,  1861.  W  hile  Llysses  S.  Grant  and  his  forces  were  camped  at  West  Quincy. 
Prentiss  carried  the  message  from  President  Lincoln,  promoting  Grain  from  the 
rank  of  Colonel  to  Brigadier  General. 

Prentiss  studied  telegraphy  and  in  1862  was  appointed  telegraph  agent  of  the 
Quincy  and  Palmyra  R.R.,  and  in  1866  he  was  assigned  to  the  general  dices  of 
the  Burlington  R.R.  at  Hannibal,  Mo.,  which  had  purchased  the  Quince  line. 
He  married  Anna  Elizabeth  Evatt  Oct.  4,  I860  at  Quincy.  She  was  born  Dec. 
22,  1816  in  Lockland,  Ohio,  daughter  of  William  and  Emily  Marshall  Evatt. 
Details  of  the  Evatt  family  appear  at  the  end  of  this  chapter. 

In  1869,  at  the  age  of  twenty-six.  Prentiss  was  made  Superintendent  of  Telegraph 
for  the  Hannibal  and  St.  joe  R.R.  In  1878  he  took  a  similar  position  with  the 
Chicago  and  Eastern  Illinois  R.R..  moved  to  Chicago  and  built  a  heme  on  67th 
St.,  in  1882. 

In  1883  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Association  of  Railway  Telegraph 
Superintendents,  a  position  he  held  for  thirty  years. 

They  lived  in  Milwaukee  from  1893  to  1907,  when  they  returned  to  Chicago 
permanently.  Prentiss  was  Superintendent  of  Telegraph  for  the  "Soo  Line  '  from 
1903  until  1913.  when  lie  retired. 

The  attractive  personal  qualities  of  Prentiss  and  Anna  made  them  an  ideal  couple 
among  their  friends  and  a  fine  example  to  their  family.  They  were  active  in  the 
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Prentiss  H  amer  Dreu  Anna  Evatt  Dreu 


Methodist  Church  wherever  they  lived.  They  celebrated  their  Golden  Wedding 
anniversary  with  a  family  dinner  party  at  the  Edgewater  Beach  Hotel.  Chicago, 
on  Oct.  4,  1916.  All  six  of  their  sons  came  from  the  east  and  west  to  honor  them. 
Prentiss  died  March  25,  1921.  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  while  visiting  his  son

ELBERT  GRANT  ILLE  DREW,  son  of  Prentiss  Warner  and  Anna  Evatt  Drew, 
was  born  Nov.  1,  1867,  at  Hannibal,  Mo.  The  family  moved  to  Chicago  when  he 
was  11  years  old. 

He  married  Harriet  Elizabeth  Stebbins  Nov.  8,  1838,  in  Chicago.  She  was  born 
Dec.  4,  1866,  daughter  of  Solomon  Johnson  and  Emma  Jones  Stebbins  of  Chi¬ 
cago,  her  father  a  pioneer  hardware  merchant  in  Chicago  from  1860  on. 

They  lived  in  Danville,  Ill.,  for  a  year,  then  returned  to  Chicago,  and  Elbert 
started  his  career  at  the  Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Co.,  in  1890,  as  a  stenographer. 
In  1900  he  became  Assistant  Auditor,  then  Auditor,  then  in  1920  he  was  made 
Secretary  and  Assistant  Treasurer,  a  position  he  held  until  his  retirement  in  1927, 
at  the  age  of  60. 

He  was  a  man  of  main  interests  and  abilities.  He  lo\ed  music  and  played  the 
violin.  He  built  boats  and  a  summer  cottage  at  White  Lake.  Mich.,  where  he 
became  Commodore  of  the  \  acht  Club  for  two  seasons  about  191 1.  He  took  up 
the  study  of  oil  painting  in  1916.  helped  establish  the  Bell  Picture  Makers  Club 
and  later  help>ed  form  tiie  Business  Men  s  Art  Club  of  Chicago  in  192<>.  He  was 
its  president  the  first  three  years  and  the  club  had  170  members  actively  inter¬ 
ested  in  art. 

He  was  elected  president  of  the  Municipal  Art  League  of  Chicago  in  1925  and 
later  served  as  a  director.  He  helped  establish  art  clubs  for  business  men  in 
other  cities,  which  became  affiliated  into  the  Associated  Amateur  Art  Clubs  of 
America.  He  became  president  of  this  organization  in  1927. 

Many  of  his  paintings  were  exhibited  at  private  galleries  and  at  the  Art  Institute. 
Many  were  sold  and  rented.  After  his  retirement  he  spent  all  his  time  in  art 
work,  traveled  in  this  country  and  in  Europe  painting.

WILLIAM  PRENTISS  DREW,  second  son  of  Prentiss  Warner  and  Anna  Evatt 
Drew,  was  born  Jan.  1,  1870,  at  Hannibal,  Mo.  He  received  an  A.B.  degree  from 
the  University  of  Chicago  in  1897,  where  he  was  a  member  of  Delta  Upsilon  and 
won  a  letter  in  track.  He  received  his  B.D.  degree  in  1899  at  Drew  Ih&oiogical 
Seminary,  and  his  M.A.  degree  at  the  University  of  California  in  1903. 

'He  married  Edith  Bic-kel  July  5,  1899  at  Chicago.  She  was  born  Mav  9.  1874 
at  Hamilton,  Ontario,  daughter  of  Harriet  Louise  and  \\  illiam  James  BiekeL  who 
at  the  time  was  the  American  consul  from  Canada  to  Chicago. 

Prentiss  became  both  a  minister  and  a  professor.  He  was  professor  of  Latin  ar.d 
Greek  at  Willamette  University,  Salem,  Ore.,  from  1899  to  1906.  Then  he 
became  professor  of  Latin  at  Knox  College.  Galesburg,  111.,  a  post  he  held  until 
his  death  in  1930.  His  memorv  was  honored  at  Knox  College  in  1953.  when  one 
of  the  new  men's  dormitories  was  named  for  him,  one  of  four  Great  Teachers 
so  honored. 

He  served  as  pastor  of  three  churches,  one  of  them  the  East  Main  Street  Con¬ 
gregational  Church.  He  was  the  author  of  an  edition  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  Mark  in 
Greek,  with  notes  and  vocabulary,  which  has  been  widely  used  in  schools  and 
colleges. 

He  supported  many  law  enforcement  and  reform  measures,  and  once  ran  for 
Mayor  of  Galesburg.  He  introduced  the  Boy  Scout  organization  there.  Other 
interests  were  music  and  sports.  He  and  his  family  spent  nearlv  a  veai  in  Europe 
in  1925-26. 

He  died  Oct.  30,  1930  at  Southgate,  Calif.,  while  on  a  leave  of  absence  for  his 
health.  Burial  was  in  Galesburg.  Edith  Bickel  Drew  maintains  the  family  home

CHARLES  VERNER  DREW,  third  son  of  Prentiss  Warner  and  Anna  Evatt  Drew, 
was  born  Oct.  1,  1872  at  Hannibal,  Mo.  He  left  high  school  at  the  age  of  15 
and  went  to  work  for  the  Ill.  Steel  Co.,  Chicago,  then  for  the  Badger  Mining  Co., 
at  Ouray,  Colo. 

He  became  interested  in  mining  and  engineering  and  determined  to  get  a  college 
education.  He  entered  the  University  of  Chicago  in  1895.  made  up  his  hiah 
school  deficiencies,  worked  for  his  tuition,  became  a  member  of  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon,  majored  in  Chemistry  and  Geology,  and  received  his  B.S.  degree  in  I8y9. 

He  married  Blanche  Sarah  King  Dec.  31,  1900  at  Minneapolis,  Minn.  He  worked 
for  several  mining  companies  for  a  short  time.  Dr.  H.  Foster  Bain,  who  later 
became  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines  in  Washington.  D.C.,  and  Mr.  Frank 
Kleptko,  of  Anaconda  and  later  Cerro  de  Pasco  Mining  Companies,  were  instru¬ 
mental  in  furthering  his  career.
